President Moebes, of the Albany 
Board of Commerce, has called upon 
local business men to wire their rep­ 
resentatives at Montgomery to - use 
every effort to secure the passage of 
the Craft good roads bUI, now pend­ 
ing in the Alabama legislature, with­ 
out amendment. 
So far as the Daily 
know s,-the Morgan county 
repre- 
senatives and the senator from this 
district already favor this measure, 
the presumption being that they do: 
Their attitude, however, is not the is­ 
sue, for a bundle of telegrams in 
their hands would carry weight with 
other legislators, and enable them “to 
do more effective work in behalf of 
the biggest cause that now confronts 
the people of this state. 
It probably is not out of order to 
again call the attention 
of 
Daily 
readers to the provisions of the Craft 
bill, and also to accent the necessity 
for its immediate passage. 
As most 
every well informed person knows. 
Senator Bankhead secured the enact 
ment by the national congress of a 
federal good roads measure which al­ 
lots given sums to the various states 
tjifi building of public thorough^ 
fares, conditioned upon 
the 
states' 
themselves appropriating 
an 
eqn-il 
amount. 
Alabama’s quota* of tbia 
great fund, now available, is said to 
be about $6,000,000. 
Before 
this 
money can be obtained, the common­ 
wealth must amend its antiquated 
constitution so as to permit the au 
thorization of a bond issue for road 
purposes. Tbc Craft bill provides for 
such an amendment, and in reality re­ 
fers the whole m atter to the voters 
for their deciaian. , 
Those who are at all familiar with 
Morgan county highways, and with 
the various highways of 
the 
state, 
must realize that the development of 
Alabama is being retarded for lack 
of good roads, roads that can be «# 
MTfjce in both winter and summer. 
And if they have the real welfare of 
their communities, their county and 
their state at heart, they must be ad­ 
vocates of better roads. Thil 
being 
true, is it imperative that nothing be 
left undone that will contribute to 
the passage of the Craft bill, which 
was written and authorized by high­ 
way associations that had given the 
subject study and thought. 
The request of President Moebes is 
one that should be complied with gen­ 
erally, for but four more legislative 
days rantaln of the present session of 
the legislature, and four years is too 
long to wait for this much needed re­ 
form.
